did spin with his mouth, He wrote fait with his left foot. He 
used a pencil, and painted with his mouth, He took a pretty piece 
or gun with his toes, and poured ina paper of powder, pulled oat 
the scouring stick very nimbly, rammed in the powder, put up the 
stick, pulled up the cock with his toes, then another short piece 
charged (that ee a Swedish tirelock) being put in his mouth by 
another man, he held it forth and discharged it, and forthwith, 
with his toes, he discharged the other. He gathered up four or 
five small dice with his foot, and threw them out featly. His 
hands were both shrimped and lame.” - 


20th 1806.—The foundation-stone of Dartmoor 
Prison was jaid on this day. It was built throughout of granite, 
brought from the surrounding hills, and cost about £127,000. The 
number of prisoners at Dartmoor at one time exceeded 10,000, 
There were among them subjects of almost every European 
Government—Spaniarde, lortuguese, Italians, Swiss,Germans, loles, 
Bwedes, Ffenchinen, ant, towards the end of the war, Americans, 
one of whose greatest complaints wag that the Blacks (upwaris of 
1,000 in number), who had been taken in the vessele with them, 
were contined in the same prisons. . 

2th March, 1819.—The Burlington Arcade, built by Mr, Samuel 
Ware, was this day opened. It was built for Lord George Caven- 
dish, afterwards Earl of Burlington. It was stated by Mr. l’eter 
Cunningham that the rents of the shops in this arcade amounted 
to upwards of £3,000 a year, only about half of which found its 
was juto the pockets of its owners, the Cavendishes.

this day exploded at Helensburgh Bier: Dumbartonshire, with the 
lose of fifteen lives. A vessel having paddle-wheels turned by forty 
men existed in Spain as long since as 1313, The Marquis of Wor- 
cester patented a paddleswiieel vessel in 1661. Dennis Papin first 
ropored to use steam to work the paddle-wheels in 1690, and in

22nd March, 1846.—Even John Liston, the “celebrated 
comic actor, who died this day, was a victim to Theodore Hook's 


| love of practical joking. Having procured a bladder with a penny 


whistle attached to it, after the fashion of a bagpipe, Houk made 
his way under the stage during the performance of the Finger 


i Post, and introducing the oritice of the tube in the opening of the 
; “float,” close to Liston’s feet, as the latter was about to commence 


his song, “When I fell into the pit of love,” proceeded to elicit 
from his apparatus the most discordant squeaks imaginable, by 
way of accompaniment, not more to the amusement of the audience 
than the bewilderment of the actor, who could not conceive 
whence on earth, or under the earth, the sounds proceeded, The 
song was tumultuously encored, and, mystified as he was, Liston of 
course had no alternative but to repeat it, his unseen assistant 
syueezing and squeaking the while more vigorously than ever. 


23rd March, 1650.—Cromwell, this day, besieged the town 
of Kilkenny. He was thrice repulsed in-his assaults. Everybody 
has heard of the two cats of Kilkenny that fought till nothing was 
left but their tails. Strange as the tale seems, there is a substratum 
of fact upon which it is founded, During the Rebellion in Ireland 
in 1803, ilkenny was garrisoned by a troop of Hessian soldiers, 
who amus:d themselves in barracks by tying two cats together by 
their tails, and throwing them across a clothes’-line to tight. The 
Otticers, hearing of the cruel practice, resolved to stop it, and 
deputed one of their number to watch. The soldiers, on their part, 
set a man to watch for the coming officer. One day the sentinel 
neglected his duty, and the heavy tramp of the officer was heard 
ascending the staire. One of the troopers seizing a sword, cut the 
tails in two as the animals hung across the line, The two cats 
escaped, minus their tails, through the open window, and when the 
Otticer enquired the meaning of the two bleeding tails being left in 
the room, he was cooily told that two cats had been fighting, aud 
had devoured each other all but the tails. 


24th March, 182'7.—Edward Gibbor Waketield was tried at 

Lancaster, and found guilty of the felonious atiduction of Mis» 
Turner, on the above date, nnd his marriage with her was imme- 
diately dissolved by Act of Parliament. From some cause, the 
superstition has arisen that it is unlucky to marry in the mouth of 
May. This is not a local enperstition, but has even found its way 
to royalty. The Queen. it is said, hastaned on the marriage of the 
Princess Helena, soas to prevent it taking plice in May. It perhaps 
originated with the l’agan Romans, who were very superstitious 11 
reference to the tine of marriage, several days and reasons beins 
regarded as unpropitions, Among the periods thus banned was the 
month of May.
